UPI (HK) REPORTS NCNA REVELATIONS BY MEMBERS OF MAO BODY- 
GUARD THAT CHAIRMAN WAS FRUGAL/SELF-SACRIFICING WORKER 
FOR IDEALS OF COMMUNISM. ARTICLE SAID MAO WORKED/STUDIED 
LONG HOURS, OFTEN WITHOUT FOOD; DURING PERIOD OF ECON 
TROUBLES, MAO STOPPED EATING MEAT/DRINKING TEA FOR THREE 
YEARS, REPEATEDLY REFUSED HAVE RUN-DOWN HOUSE REPAIRED, 
OR SHIRTS/SHOES REPLACED WHICH HE HAD WORN THIN AFTER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MANY YEARS USE (CHITRIB, NYT). 

ACCORDING HK TRADE SOURCES, PRC IS SELLING COLONY ABOUT 
20 PCT MORE OIL THAN YEAR AGO; VALUE IN FIRST SIX

21 MILLION IN FIRST HALF 1975 (WP).

4. PHILIPPINES

RANGE PURPOSES NOT SO MUCH CYNICAL AS MATERIALISTIC, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SINCE WANTS AID. OPINES HANOI ABSOLVED US OF AID 
COMMITMENT WHEN OVERRAN SVN. SERIOUSLY DOUBTS MANY
